An extremely rare geographical playing card pack

A very scarce pack of geographical playing cards by Henry Winstanley, illustrated with city views and 
illustrations of local dress. 


‘The pack uses the French suits adopted in the English-speaking world: although each suit represents a 
continent, every card has an additional symbol also marking a continent. Thus the European cards have 
Hearts and rose symbols; the American Clubs and a black star; Asian Diamonds and a sun; and African 
Spades and a black crescent moon. The court cards have a crown or broad-brimmed hat (for the knave) and 
are named (except in Clubs), the other cards have Roman numerals, The Aces have a female allegorical 
figure of the continent before an unnamed city prospect; the other cards have a named city and two figures 
illustrating local dress, sometimes native and colonist. 


The towns include: (Hearts) London, Constantinople, Moscow; (Clubs) Jamestown, Boston, Santa Fé; 
(Diamonds) Jerusalem, Mecca, Samarkand; (Spades) Tangiers, Cairo, Elmina and Mozambique. 
All cards have an engraved text description underneath. 


The deck's attribution comes from the Ace of Hearts, which has 'H. Winstanley at Littelbury Fecit' at the 
bottom. Winstanley (1644-1703) was a painter who is believed to have been taught etching by Wenceslaus 
Hollar. He also opened 'Winstanley's Water-works' an early amusement arcade in Piccadilly, filled with 
mechanical gadgets he has constructed. After making a considerable amount of money he became a 
merchant and, after losing two of his ships on the infamous Eddystone Rocks, he designed and built the first 
lighthouse there, completed 1698. However he was inside his lighthouse during the 'Great Storm’ of 1703 
and both he and his lighthouse were swept away. 


The set was first published c.1676, but this pack is a posthumous edition probably published by John 
Lenthall: the text of the King of Hearts, titled 'English’, refers to 'Great Britain’, thus dating this edition to 
after the Act of Union in 1707. Lenthall (fl. 1708-33), published several packs of cards, including an 
astronomical set by Joseph Moxon, English and Welsh counties probably engraved by John Sturt and 
William Redmayne's counties. 


The missing cards are: Four of Hearts (Amsterdam - Holanders); Two of Clubs (Witsborg - Australes); and 
Seven of Diamonds (Nan Quin - Chinaes). See BM 1982, U.4622.1-41 for a bound collection of 41 cards, also this 
issue but mis-dated, and 2004,1130.55.1-11 for the other eleven cards acquired to make up the set. In 1922 a complete 
set, uncut, was sold at The Anderson Galleries, titled as above.

An uncut sheet of 52 playing cards, divided into the four French suits now adopted in the English-speaking, 
world. Each suit is assigned to a continent: Hearts to Europe, Diamonds to Asia, Spades to Africa and Clubs 
to America). Each suit has three face cards with roundel portraits and 10 numbered cards, representing a 
region on that continent, all with the suit symbol with the card number engraved within it. These numbers 
are often obscured by the thick hand colour, but fortunately the numbers are repeated elsewhere. The 
number cards all have a list of facts about the region equalling the card's number. 


At the head of the sheet is a panel containing the title, the arms of Louis, Dauphin of France (1661-1711) and 
dedication, and four small continental maps, probably created to decorate a box for the cards. 


Of interest is the Queen of Clubs: a supposed portrait of Queen Elizabeth I represents Virginia, with 'facts' 
limited to 'Pomeiok (another name for the Pamlico tribe and their village), Jamestown et autre places’. The 8 
of Clubs is 'Canada' but includes references to Boston and Manhattan, rather playing down England's 
possession of both towns.

An unusual collapsible globe, made spherical by pushing a metal tube upwards along the spindle, It shows 
the British Empire covering approximately а quarter of the Earth's total land area, with a population of 450 
million people. 


The globe's mechanism was invented by John Betts in 1860; this example is a later issue by G. Philip & Sons 
who manufactured them after Bett's death с. 1863 to с. 1925. We have estimated the date of this example by 
the description of St Petersburg as 'Petrograd (Leningrad) (renamed by the Soviets in 1924), and the 
separation of Transjordan from Palestine (1922) but before full independence from the British (1928). 
Undoubtedly the reason for the superb condition of this globe is the original cardboard tube.

The rare first issue of Waldseemilller’s famous 'Admiral's map’, the first printed atlas map specifically of the 
Americas. It shows the eastern coasts of America and the western coast of Europe & Africa 55° North to 35° 
South, with a rudimentary ‘Florida’, Cuba, Hispaniola and Jamaica. The twenty place names in North 
America suggest his sources were Portuguese, particularly the Cantino chart of 1502 and Caveri of с.1505. As 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Florida Peninsula appear before recorded voyages to either, this map is regarded 
as evidence of forgotten expeditions. 


It was Waldseemüller's wall map of the world (1507) that first used the name 'America', although he was 
only using it for the parts of South America explored by Amerigo Vespucci. However others started using 

the name for the whole of the New World and here Waldseemiiller is trying to make amends: a Latin note 

reads "This land and the adjacent islands were discovered by Christopher Columbus on the mandate of the 
King of Castile’. BURDEN: 3.

An example of the fourth and last issue of the Fries reduction of Waldseemiiller's famous map, which is the 
first printed atlas map devoted to the Americas and said to have been compiled with the assistance of 
Columbus himself. It shows the eastern coasts of America and the western coast of Europe & Africa 55° 
North to 35” South, with a rudimentary ‘Florida’, Cuba, Hispaniola and Jamaica. In his version Fries added a 
Spanish flag over Cuba and a vignette scene in South America depicting cannibals and an opossum, both 
reported by Vespucci. 


This map was originally intended not for an edition of Ptolemy but for a new 'Chronica mundi being written 
by Wáldseemüller: his death c.1520 caused the project to be shelved, so the woodcuts were used to publish a 
smaller sized and so cheaper edition of the 'Geography”. The title, as above, is on the reverse within а plain 
border.

A fine example of the rare 'Holster Atlas', "calculated in its bulk to suit the pockets of Officers of all Ranks". 
The atlas was created on the suggestion of Sir George Pownall, Governor of Massachusetts 1757-60, to whom 
it is dedicated; two of the maps are based on his work. The six maps it contains are regarded as particularly 
important to the mapping of the American Revolution because they represent the knowledge of the terrain 
the British based their strategies on. The final map is the first separately published map of Lake Champlain. 


The maps are: "North America, as Divided amongst the European Powers. By Samuel Dunn, 
Mathematician"; "A Compleat Map of the West Indies, containing the Coasts of Florida, Louisiana, New 
Spain, and Terra Firma: with all the Islands. By Samuel Dunn, Mathematician "; "A General Map of the 
Middle British Colonies, in America. Containing Virginia, Maryland, the Delaware Counties, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. With the addition of New York, and of the Greatest Part of New England, as also of the 
Bordering Parts of the Province of Quebec, improved from several Surveys made after the late War, and 
Corrected from Governor Pownall's Late Map 1776"; "A General Map of the Southern British Colonies, in 
America. Comprehending North and South Carolina, Georgia, East and West Florida, with the 
Neighbouring Indian Countries. From the Modern Surveys of Engineer de Brahm, Capt. Collet, Mouzon & 
Others; and from the Large Hydrographical Survey of the Coasts of East and West Florida. By B. Romans, 
1776"; and "A Survey of Lake Champlain, including Lake George, Crown Point and St. John. Surveyed by 
Order of His Excellency Major General S.r Jeffery Amherst, Knight of the most Hon.ble Order of the Bath, 
Commander in Chief of His Majesty's Forces in North America, (now Lord Amherst) by William Brassier, 
Draughtsman.

Munster's landmark map, the first to attempt to show America аз a continent, yet demonstrating how little 
was known. On the map a narrow isthmus divides the Atlantic and Pacific in the region of the Carolinas, 
based on Verrazzano, and Yucatan is an island. The large island of Zipangri off the west coast is not 
California but Japan, based on the narrative of Marco Polo but a few years before any recorded visit to the 
islands by Europeans. The large vignette ship is the 'Victoria', the only survivor of Magellan's fleet of four. 


This is an example of the 5th state of 13, despite being published only ten years after the first issue.

A 
second change was implemented in 1621 when Willem Janszoon added the 'Blaeu' to his name to distance 
himself from his arch-rival Jan Janszoon, so his new name was added under the title. Two more states, both 
just minor embellishments, appeared in the 1640s, before the plate was destroyed in the fire at the Blaeu 
printing works in 1672.

The dedication is to Cecil Calvert (1605 -1675), 
2nd Baron Baltimore, the first Proprietor and Proprietary Governor of the Province of Maryland, and, in 
theory only, proprietor of the Province of Avalon on Newfoundland. As а catholic, Calvert promoted 
religious tolerance and showed great political acumen by retaining control of Maryland through the English 
Civil War, the Commonwealth and into the Restoration. BURDEN: 397, second state of five, first published state.

А Venetian edition of the infamous map of the North Pacific that introduced the 'Mer de I'Ouest' to 
cartography. It was compiled by Buache from the work of Joseph de L'Isle, showing the coasts of Asia south 
to Japan and America to Yucatan. While it shows some important discoveries by the Russians on the Asian 
side of the Bering Strait, it also included the supposed discoveries of Admiral de Fonte and Juan de Fuca, 
including a vast inland sea, the "Мег de L'Ouest’, in Canada and a waterway stretching from the Pacific 
almost to Baffin's Bay. Copied extensively by other French mapmakers, the myth was finally disproved by 
English explorers James Cook & George Vancouver. 


De L'Isle spent much of his career in Russia, producing the 'Atlas Russicus' (the first Russian atlas) with Ivan 
Kyrilov and founding the ' Academy of Sciences of St Petersburg’. He returned to Paris is 1747 with a large 
map collection, including (unfortunately for the reputation of French cartography) the manuscript of this 
map of the north Pacific, which he presented to a public assembly of the French Academy of Sciences in 
1750.

An important map of the Pacific north of the equator, showing the route of Captain Cook on his Third 
Voyage, 1776-80, which was sent to try to find the North-West Passage from the west side of America. After 
visiting Tasmania and returning Omai to Tahiti, Cook sailed north to Hawaii, arriving on the 18th January 
1778 as the first European visitor to the archipelago. Heading north again, the expedition explored the west 
coast of America before passing through the Bering Strait, only to be blocked by the ice wall. Cook then 
turned back to return to Hawaii, where he was stabbed to death in a violent confrontation. Captain Charles 
Clerke took over command and decided to make another attempt on the Bering Strait, this time following 
the Asiatic coast north. Again defeated by the icewall the expedition turned south, and, after Clerke died of 
tuberculosis, followed the East India Trade Route home from China, arriving in October 1780. 


This map is the first folio atlas map to show the new discoveries, pre-dating the official account: according to 
the text under the map it is based on one published in the Gentleman's Magazine in December 1780, while 
the official account was still being compiled.

Although there is an eight-letter key, the index appeared in the magazine's text, not present here, 
but the features are: A Granville Bastion; B Court House; С Council Chamber; D Meeting House; E St Philip's 
Church; F Custom House; G Secretary's Office; H Craven's Bastion. 


Little is known about Bishop Roberts: in 1735 he advertised his services in the 'South Carolina Gazette': "this 
is to give notice to all Gentlemen & others, that Portrait-painting and Engraving, Heraldry and House 
painting are undertaken and performed expeditiously in a good manner, and at the lowest rates, Бу В. 
Roberts". He executed the watercolour on which this engraving is based at about this time, as it shows the 
buildings before the catastrophic fire of 1740. The watercolour (now in the Colonial Williamsburg Collection, 
acc, 1956-103) was sent to London, where it was engraved onto four plates by William Henry Toms and 
published in June 1739. 


As the four-sheet version of the prospect is extremely rare, perhaps because of the sudden death of Roberts 
in 1740, this smaller version has become the earliest prospect available to the collector. It was engraved to 
accompany a written account of Charleston, which stated: "the merchants are opulent and well bred; the 
people are thriving and extensive, in dress and life; so that everything conspires to make this town the 
politest, as it is one of the richest in America".

Engraved by Jan van Somer, this map was the standard for the next fifty years. First published in 1656 as a 
separate-issue map, this example comes from Sanson's Atlas 'Les Cartes Générales de toutes parties du 
Monde”, first issued 1658.

A rare map of Canada showing the discoveries of Samuel de Champlain, engraved in 1616 during his return 
to France but first published half-a-century later after Pierre du Val acquired the plate. The attribution to 
Champlain was only possible after the John Carter Brown Library acquired a unique example of the original 
state in 1953. Dated 1616 and unfinished, it is believed to be the work of Gabriel Tavernier (father of 
Melchoir), engraved either for Champlain's 'Voyage et descouvertes faites en la Nouvelle France’, published 
1619, or a more secretive report for the government. Why is seems to be unpublished is a mystery: even the 
John Carter Brown example is a du Val printing when he was planning his alterations. 


The map shows from Hudson's Bay and Greenland south to Chesapeake Bay, with the St Lawrence west to a 
suggestion of the entrance to Lake Superior, with a 34-point key. For his first published state of 1653, du Val 
made many additions, with new coastlines in the Arctic (including the fictitious 'Frobisher Strait’ in 
Greenland) and adding names, for example "М.

Although Zatta has 
dropped this mainland from his map he has retained the small Bermuda, mistaking it for another island in 
the chain.

The map displays all the features that made this period the golden age of decorative cartography: the titles, 
in Latin and Dutch, are within strapwork cartouches, as is the scale; in the sea are a finely-engraved compass 
rose, sea-monsters and galleons. In the interior are vignettes of natives and animals based on de Bry.

Engraved by Josua van den Ende and originally issued separately in 1606 (under Blaeu's original name of 
Janszoon), this example comes from the fourth state, which dates from its use in Blaeu's atlases from 1630, 
with the first French edition issued 1635.

August К. Ohman & Co publishers evolved from the more famous Colton firm: 'G.W. & С.В. Colton! became 
‘Colton, Ohman & Co. іп 1898', and Ohman dropped the Colton name three years later, after which he 
published a number of bird's-eye views of American cities.

A large and decorative map of the world, published by 'Time and Tide' magazine to commemorate the 
signing of the 'Atlantic Charter by Winston Churchill and Franklin D. Roosevelt. The countries are marked 
with their commodities, shown in a large key. As well as quoting from the charter, there are other quotes 
about peace from Emmerson, Aristotle, Cicero and the Bible. The last is illustrated with a man using a 
sledgehammer on a tank, turning it into ploughshares. 


This policy statement, issued on 14th August 1941(four months before the U.S. entered the Second World 
War) set out the Allies! vision for cooperation in the post-war world. Not only did it cement the ‘Special 
Relationship’ of the U.S. and Britain, but it also led to the 'Declaration by United Nations! (1st January, 1942) 
which formed the basis of today's United Nations. 


‘Tom Harper of the British Library has described this as ‘one of the key maps of the 20th century’. 


Leslie MacDonald Gill (1884-1947, known as Max), younger brother of Eric Gill, specialised in graphic design 
in the Arts and Crafts style. His most important commission was from the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, designing the script used on Commission headstones and war memorials, including the 
'Thiepval Memorial to the Missing of the Somme’, His Wonderground Map of London’, originally drawn as 
an advertising poster for London Electric Underground Railway Company in 1914, was such a success it is 
credited with saving the 'UndergrounD' advertising campaign.

The sea battle top right illustrates the Battle of Fortune Island, just outside Manilla Bay, December 14th, 1600. 
The Dutch admiral Olivier van Noort sank the Spanish flagship San Diego but lost Eendracht, forcing him to 
break off his privateering activities off the Philippines. The wreck of the San Diego was discovered and the 
34,000 recovered artefacts form a permanent exhibition at the Museum of the Filipino People. 

Hondius was a religious refugee in London from 1583, so it is likely that he became familiar with Drake's 
accounts during this time. On his return to Amsterdam he published an enlarged edition of Mercator's atlas, 
1606, in which this map first appeared.

The Company was founded on the Restoration of the monarchy in 1660 with a charter stating it 'had the 
whole, entire and only trade for buying and selling bartering and exchanging of for or with any Negroes, 
slaves, goods, wares, merchandise whatsoever' for a thousand years. Charles II was generous with the terms 
because he was one of the company's main investors and his brother James, Duke of York (later James ПУ 
was the governor mentioned here. Many of the slaves were branded with DY in James's honour. 


In the first two years of trade the company made a million pounds, of which Charles was due half, but war 
with the Dutch caused the company to fall into debt. In 1672 the company re-emerged as the Royal African 
Company, which continued as slavers until 1731.

It was published in the 'Civitates Orbis Terrarum: the first series of printed 
town plans, inspired by the success of the "Theatrum! the atlas compiled by Abraham Ortelius. This example 
is from the fourth state of the plate, with the spelling 'West Muster and the addition of the Royal Exchange. 


The plan was engraved by Frans Hogenberg, copied from а 15-or-20-sheet printed map, probably 
commissioned by the merchants of the Hanseatic League, who had significant commercial interests in 
England. For over two centuries they had enjoyed tax and customs concessions in the trade of wool and 
finished cloth, allowing them to control that trade in Colchester and other cloth-making centres. Their base 
in the City was the Steelyard (derived from 'Stalhof)), named 'Stiliyards' by the side of the Thames on this 
map and described in the text panel lower right. 1475. Part of the trade deal was their obligation to maintain 
Bishopsgate, the gate through the city walls that led to their interests in East Anglia. The rump cities of the 
Hanseatic League sold the building in 1853 and it is now the site of Cannon Street Station.
